Diners in. res- 
taiirants ar@™hereafter restricted | to 
hors’ d’ocuvres or soup, 4wo other 
dishes. and cheese or desert, In re- 
gard to the two main dishes, the bill 
of. fare, instead of the y or s¢v- 
tnty items usally presénted, is con- 
fined to a maximum of fine, Thc 
nine include one egg dishy three meat 
aud three Vegetable. The restrictions 
have been drawn up in ‘conjunction 
with’ the fepresentativesoof the. pro- 
visiontrades ‘and have been taken 
in good part-by both the public and 
the “restaurant . proprietors, Public 
opinion’ generally recognizes’ the im- 
portance of stopping the waste in 
food, 

The decteé is applicable to all es- 
tablishments where meals are sold to 
the public, including clubs, © hotels, 
hoarding houses and canteens.

It 
degrades his. powers instead of in- 
creasing them, The beer drinker is 
living only part’of his normal dife/’ 

Similar experiments have been car- 
ied outin many places, and invari- 
ably with the same. results, that 
strength.and quickness 6f body and 
brain are lessened by beer, wine, or 
any other alcoholic liquor. . Experi- 
ments on school children with a very 
small quantity of wine or beer shows 
that the pupil’s powers of learning 
are much reduced.
